challenged the indisputable facts of 
science regarding evolution, and 
have attempted to impose -vrestric- 
tions upon the liberty of research 
and utterance in the case of teach- 
ers of science in our instituticns of 
higher learning which are under the 
control of the church. Thev take 


the position that, if one believes nj 


_the facts of evolution, he can no 
longer adhere to belief in the Chris-

He 
received both an academic and a 
law degree, graduating with honors

lor a piece of perfectly dry food, you 
iknow how difficult it is. Moisture 
‘is necessary to the swallowing pro- 
cess. 

In the dog this is the only use of 
saliva. There is no digestive proper- 
ty in his saliva, but he is given a 
flood of it, to help float into his stom- 
uck the food he snatches and bolts. 

In man, however, digestion of the 
food begins in the mouth. One par- 
ticular food, starch, is quite trans- 
formed by the saliva. In the short 
space of one minute, starch is con- 
verted into sugar by the action of 
the salivary secretion. 

Solid starch, as in biscuits or the 
various cereals, is not acted upon 
oppreciably because the delay in the 
mouth is not long enough to perm.
